PALM BEACH 
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ALONG THE AIRWAYS 


AR PLACES beyond the blue horizon have always been a 
lure to the human race. Otherwise the Mediterranean 
would still be the “center of the earth.” 

Today, from South Florida, the horizons south are 
reached and passed with amazing speed and comfort by the 
modern magic of the air.

Cuba, Jamaica, Colombia, Panama, 
Ecuador, Peru, Chile, Picturesque lands, glamorous cities— 
names we have romanced with since childhood but only 
dreamed of ever seeing. 

Today, winged travel has brought all of these within 
hours where they were, only yesterday, days and weeks away. 
And at hand for the first time, is an ideal way to visit these 
wonderlands. <A “Cruise of Discovery” through the lands of 
the Andes to lovely, once far-off Chile! 

Across the Caribbean Sea to the southern continent... 
over the Spanish Main to the Panama Canal... along South 
America’s kaleidoscopic west coast, through Colombia and 
Ecuador to the equator... then down the thirty-five hundred 
wonder-filled miles along the base of the Andes to Chile’s 
world capital of Santiago... home again through the Land of 
the Incas, over Pizarro’s historic trail to Panama. 

Thence, if desired, either across the Caribbean again or 
through the tropic wonderlands of Central America and the 
colorful panorama of Mexico. 

How long do these side trips take? 17 days. How far? 
14,000 miles, through 38 cities in 14 countries—to the end of 
the southern continent and back. How? Board an airliner 
at the great international air terminal at Miami, bustling 
with its busy airliners arriving from or departng for thirty 
countries and colonies of the Americas; the gateway to this 
new travel world. There, aboard one of the great four- 
engined Clipper Ships—sister ships of the historic Pan 
American Clipper that pioneered the first air service across 
the Pacific to the Orient—you wing southward. Over the 
picturesque Florida Keys, the multi-colored waters of the 
Gulf Stream, you reach Havana in two fleeting hours. Almost 
a full day to spend in this exciting city—rendezvous of pleas- 
ure-seekers from all the Americas—for the beach, the race 
track, the shops, the thousand-and-one things to do, places to 
see. Your Hotel Nacional is center of the city’s social life. 

A night in this gay capital—to visit the famous cafes, 
the grand casino, jaialai. The next morning, on across the 
island, over fields of sugar cane, over a landscape dotted with 
palms, marked with glistening streams and quaint villages 
to Cienfuegos. Then, out over the blue Caribbean again. 

An hour more and Jamaica’s statuesque blue mountains 
rise above the sea.

Barranquilla’s tiled roofs against the striking background of 
dark green foliage and the distant foothills of the Andes. 
Here, the first night ashore at the splendid Hotel El Prado. 
But first, time for a leisurely drive about the city, a visit to 
some of this busy port’s most interesting sights, before a 
first dinner on the southern continent and the first night’s 
sleep beneath the Southern Cross. 

Next morning, aboard a twin-engined “Baby Clipper,” 
you cruise over the Spanish Main, with its relics of the 
ancient days when Carib, Conquistador and buccaneer strug- 
gled for the treasures of the new-found world. Across the 
Gulf of Darien, over islands dotted with thatch-roofed house 
on-stilts of the San Blas Indians, to the foliage-covered coast 
of Panama. 

Then Cristobal, Atlantic entrance to the Panama Canal, 
to a landing at historic France Field, hub of the western air- 
lines between the Americas. And here, at their northern- 
most terminal, a transfer to a sister-ship airliner of Pan 
American-Grace Airways for the 3,500-mile flight down the 
western rim of the southern continent. 

At Cristobal you begin your fascinating voyage of dis- 
covery down South America’s amazing west coast. You start 
with the aerial panorama of the Panama Canal, Gatum Lake, | 
Culebra Cut, Balboa and Panama City. Thence southward, 
over Pearl Islands, across the Gulf of Panama to western 
Colombia. Into Buenaventura, busy coffee and platinum ex- 
porting port. Out across ares of glistening beach, of vividly 
colored waters, of deep tropic foliage of the jungle coast into 
Tumaco, the island city. Across the border to Ecuador. 

How much of this continent is visible from the air! 
Everything between the Andean wall of snow-capped peaks 
and the ocean is spread out in full, living colors as on a gigan- 
tic relief map. Hills, rivers, valleys—every detail of their 
topography—and all the little things man has put there— 
cities, railways, canals, mines, cultivated fields—the whole 
fascinating expanse.

In the smoky blue of the distance the lofty 
Andean cordillera dwindles through vari-colored foothills to 
the yellow desert beneath us, thence to the deep green ocean. 
But even out of this desert come striking scenes—painted 
valleys, busy ports, inland cities—Talara, Chiclayo, Trujillo. 
Just beyond, the ghostly white walls of an ancient Pre-Inca 
city, one of the wonders of the world. 

In the capital of Peru—Lima, the city of kings, magnifi- 
cent capital of the viceroys of old Spain. Its parks, its lovely 
buildings, its boulevards, form a striking picture as you circle 
to a landing at Limatambo, the great national airport which 
lies between Lima and its busy port, Callao.

ENGLAND'S WEST COUNTRY COASTLINE 


I* YOU went to England it is quite possible that the first 

port at which you would touch would be Plymouth—where 
the green hills of Devonshire come rolling down to the Eng- 
lish Channel and end in rugged, adventurous cliffs, like the 
erumbling walls of some old castle. 

If fortune favored you with fair weather, you would 
receive areal Devonshire welecome—light mist on the hill- 
tops and’the salty tang of the morning tide. Probably there 
would*be other liners near you—for big ships from all over 
the world drop anchor in Plymouth Sound. They choose it 
for the same reasons that have made Plymouth so proud a 
port through all the crowded years of English history. Be- 
cause of its safety and its shelter, and the wide, free spac- 
iousness of its expanse of waters. 

Even from the deck of a modern liner this first little bit 
of ‘glorious Devon” looks old—like an old lady of the seas, 
dreaming of her past conquests yet willing to smile upon you 
—if you will walk gently where her lovers passed; if you will 
pause awhile where Drake played bowls on Plymouth Hoe 
while the Spanish Armada sailed majestically and probably 
rather anxiously up the Channel towards the Thames, and 
spare a passing thought (as your intruding feet stump over 
the worn cobblestones) for Raleigh, and Grenville, and Haw- 
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kins, and other mighty men of England who walked this way 
before you. Remember, too, that it was from Plymouth that 
the ‘‘Mayflower”’ sailed! 

You may sit still, on gentle Sabbath evenings, in the old 
grey Parish Church where Queen Elizabeth sang in her busi- 
ness-like voice those pious hymns of gratitude for all the gal- 
lantry and chivalry that surged around her. And still you 
may look from Plymouth windows, (at some odd moment of 
the day) and see a tall ship making sail for distant lands— 
for the world’s last wind-jammers still roll out of Plymouth. 
Perhaps they do it just from the habit of long centuries. 
With ropes, and sails, and masts against the sky. Old faded 
ensigns and a cloud of gulls-across their wake. The old lady’s 
messengers, that’s what they are—and whither bound? 

But Plymouth is by no means all of Devon; it is just a 
spot on Devon’s romantic South Coast (not many visitors to 
England remember, by the way, that Devonshire has two 
coast lines—one facing the English Channel, and the other 
facing the Atlantic and the Bristol Channel). 


If the sea-roving spirit of the West Country got into 
your blood and you intended sailing on a voyage of explora- 
tion round the coasts of Devon, Cornwall and Somerset, you 
would feel as though you were sailing backwards through a 
History Book, for it is not possible to forget the history of 
England in Devonshire. If you don’t like it you must either 
bear with it or stay away! But be thankful that it is no 
dry skeleton of history that lies here... it lives, in the lives 
and customs of the Devon folk of to-day, giving them a pridé 
that influences each daily action. 

Why even the name ‘Devonshire’ bespeaks the sea 
rovers! According to historic fable Devonshire was known, 
in the mists of antiquity, as “Debon’s share’’—Debon being 
one of the companions of Bute, who was a descendant of 
Aeneas—the earliest and greatest of all the voyaging adven- 
turers! 

Nowadays the yachts of the world’s adventurers sail 
into Torquay, which is vastly more important than it sounds, 
for Torquay is a phenomenon. 

You might imagine, looking down at the emphatically 
blue sea from some standpoint in the pines that straggle 
over Torquay’s seven green hills that you had come suddenly 
upon some sunbaked, villa-spangled resort on the French 
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Riviera. The eucalyptus trees are there—and the acacias, 
and the magnolias, and the jasmin. Palm trees line the gar- 
dens and wistaria hangs from the eaves! 

In Winter, Torquay is nearly as fashionable as Cannes— 
and the weather nothing like as treacherous! So completely 
do Torquay’s seven hills shelter this lovely seaside city of 
white houses that it has become one of the most fashionable 
resorts in the world, and a favorite hometown for retired 
colonials. 

Royalties and other celebrities fly to the warmth and 
comfort of Torquay at all times of the year. Smart clubs, 
and a brisk, intelligent social round of events await the guest 
from overseas. This year it will house—or stage, if you pre- 
fer it—an international beauty contest. What a setting for 
the loveliest girls in Europe! And the Tor Bay Royal Regatta 
—white sails, blue water and dazzling illuminations—is an 
annual affair. 

Torquay has seven marvelous beaches; one for every day 
of the week, and one to face whichever point of the compass 
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you happen to fancy! 

Now let us leave Torquay—with its white yachts riding 
at anchor in the harbor, and its tall trees also catching the 
cance rhythm. Let us slip around the smooth, blue bay to 
Brixham. 

On the way we pass the home of the famous Devonshire 
White Pot pudding whose praises were sung by the old Eng- 
lish poets. This pudding—baked only once in every fifty 
years—was of such ambitious proportions that it took several 
oxen and a sizeable cart to carry it through the town! 

Brixham, on one of the horns of the wide sweep of Tor 
Bay, is a fishing town as well as a holiday resort, with its 
harbor filled with red and brown sail boats and blue-jerseyed 
fisher folk in the streets. 

And now past the lovely estuary of the River Dart and 
back past Plymouth again to Cornwall—(if you are going 
round the Coast as suggested, you will come upon the north- 
erly strip of Devon’s Coast when you have gone round the 
corner.) . 

Cornwall is different. Once around the border and you 
are on enchanted ground .. . for where Devon glories in its 
past history Cornwall is still alive with legend. 

Back of its seaside towns and luxurious hotels lies a hin- 
terland of dreams—so real a realm that you will hear its 
echoes in the air as you stride across each windy crag or 
penetrate each green-lit cavern. And round every corner 
that you turn you will have the indescribable feeling that you 
are just too late—but only just too late—to see some faerie 
spectacle that has been taking place there. 

Cornwall is the country of King Arthur, and of the 
Knights of the Round Table. Here come on quiet nights the 
silent shades of Guinevere and Lancelot, of Tristan and Iseult, 
Sir Galahad and Sir Percival. And there, down the River 
Camel, still floats, they say, through the shadowed lustre oi 
each moonless twilight, “the sweet Elaine’—the Lady of 
Shalott. 

Up in the short grass over the high cliff-tops, you will 
see, here and there, unaccountable, well-defined, wide rings 
... Fairy Rings, the Cornish folk call them. and there is no 
more satisfying way of accounting for them. Thousands of 
secret feet have danced there, so they say, on the thousands 
of silent nights when mortals were too fast asleep to come 
that way! 

Folks say, moreover, that it was on St. Michael’s Mount 
(which lies surrounded by the sea off old Marazion) that 
Jack the Giant Killer had his first encounter with a Giant. 
And looking out from the shore, at sun-up or sun-down, you 
might well believe it, as indeed, you might believe anything 
of that fanstatic, dream-like sanctuary that has withdrawn 
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itself so monastically from the world. 

Not that you would fail to find in Cornwall more prac- 
tical charms. Take the gaunt, staggering height of the 
Cornish cliffs and the deep awesome roaring of the Atlantic 
breakers round Lands End. Cornwall is so emphatic about 
everything! Even about its place names, and the names of 
its families. 

Penzance—one of the most popular of Western seaside 
resorts—is the port of departure for the Scilly Isles. 

It is between these islands and Cornwall that the Icst 
land of Lyonesse is said to lie—but that again, is going back 
to the realm of dreams with which this land is permeated. 

It is time now to hurry along the cliff-bound north coast, 
past Newquay and its surf-bathers, past King Arthur’s Cas- 
tle at Tintagel to Clovelly. This little village is one of the 
most widely-painted spots in the world. It’s one steep, nar- 
row street—which is “stepped” every few feet, after the 
fashion of the mountain villages of Italy—-was once the bed 
of a stream. Laden donkeys still carry goods from the brown 
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old harbor to the villagers “up top,” and, in the summer 
months, do a lively trade in carrying children down again. 
There is nowhere in the world like old Clovelly! 

After it come Westward Ho and Appledore. ‘Then over 
the Taw to Georgetown; to busy, gay, thronged Ilfracombe, 
which today is a big irridescent seaside city full of delightful 
inconsistencies. Many of its buildings are late Victorian and 
Edwardian. Yet its movie theatres and “places to dance” 
are the last word in exuberant modernity. 

Behind Ilfracombe lie the heather-covered moorlands and 
deep wooded valleys—“‘combes” they call them in Devon- 
shire—of Exmoor. Farmhouses with thatched roofs provide 
stupendous teas with cranberry jam and Devonshire cream 
as specialties. This is the land of the red deer—still hunted 
by the Devon and Somerset staghounds—and the setting of 
that finest of romantic novels“Lorna Doone” which has now 
been filmed. 

Moving on, through the cheerful little towns of Lynton 
and Lynmouth, (one at the top of a high headland, the other 
at the waters edge) we cross into the county of Somerset. 

You would delight to hear the native speech of Somer- 
set! There is so much of the old Saxon in it—just as there 
are many of England’s oldest customs still living in this 
quaint old West Country county.

Al Pipers ae waters of the Florida Coast are becoming rap- 
idly dotted with palatial yachts which have cruised 
southward with owners aboard or to be joined here by them. 
The Palm Beaches are playing host to several score of 
these beautiful craft which is the largest number to be here 
in several seasons. 

With the influx of yachts becoming greater each day, 
municipal authorities find themselves confronted with a de- 
plorable lack of dockage space to permit these palatial craft 
to tie up at the resort. 

As a result, a large number of these craft will be forced 
to move onward as the season advances, no matter how much 
they would like to remain at the world-famous resort. 

Several concerted attempts have been made to provide 
additional facilities for these craft, but as yet, none have 
adequately filled the requirements. Yachts have long been 
recognized as being distinctively advantageous to a resort. 
They are harbingers of prosperity. Owners of such craft 
are in practically every case most desirable citizens. 

The town of Palm Beach has at the present time a permit 
from the War Department, authorizing construction of an 
extension to the existing dock at the foot of Brazilian Ave- 
nue. If this were completed it would provide dockage space 
for approximately sixteen yachts in all with smaller craft 
using the space in the shallow water near the shore during 
their visit here. 

The Country Club Yacht basin will accommodate boats 
up to 150 feet in length and drawing 10 feet, said to be the 
deepest mooring facilities in the Palm Beaches except for the 
Port of Palm Beach, and providing city water, electricity and 
telephone connections. Among yachts expected to moor
